14 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
15 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

18 (A) IN THISSECTION, "RETAIL SERVICE STATION DEALER" INCLUDES ANY
19 RETAIL OUTLET THAT SELLSMOTOR FUEL.

2 A CUSTOMER WITH DISABILITIES ON HOW TO OBTAIN ASSISTANCE FOR FUELING

15 (i) does not provide fueling service; or

21 (1) isreasonably capable of providing self-service; or

22 (2 drives a motor vehiclethat carries another individua whois
23 reasonably capable of providing self-service.

24 [(d)] (3] A retail service station dealer who violatesthis section is guilty of a
25 misdemeanor and, on conviction, is subject to afine not exceeding $25.
